Editor Western Globe :— 

Dear Sir,—I am in receipt of a 
letter from” the. Chief Assistant 
Entomologist,- Ottawa, relative 
to the aphis which has been at- 
tacking the wheat and oats in 
this ‘district. A portion of the 
Istter is swhmitted. herewith as 
you requested.’ 

“The aphis, which has been so 
prevalent this year on the heads 
of grain in- the prairie previnces, 
is the’ Grain Aphis. From our 
past éxperience with this insect 

are: se tut cpa the. state- 
freat tia {senfous in: 
jury: ate sige é"presence of 
these insects on the wheat plants. 
This.is owing to the fact that 
when the Grain. Aphis appears in 
excessive numbers it has always 
been attended by natural, para- 
sites. which -soon reduce the pest 
to normal proportions, and con- 
sequently ‘but little injury to the 
crop ‘results... There are. a. large 
number of different kinds of par- 
asites which prey upon the 


aphids, namely, small 4-winged 
flies, - lady-bird beetles, syrphid 
larvae, etc.’
